THE LARGEST BANK VAULT 

The bank vault in the new office 
of J, P. Morgan, at Broad and Wall 
Streets, New York, is the largest in 
the and, it is thought, the 
secure, It represents an ex- 
penditure of $200,000, and the door 
alone, which was made of Harveyiz- 
ed armor plate, cost $75,000. The 
vestibule of the door is eleven feet 
six inches in diameter, and the door 
itself nine feet in diameter, with a 
thickness of forty-five and one-half 
inches. It is controlled by two five- 
inch bolis, which in turn are con- 
trolled by two combination locks, 
and these by a time lock. The door 
swings on a crane hinge with heavy- 


world, 


pressure mechanisms to force it to 
its seat and make the joint tight. 
This prevents the intorduction of 


any explosive of a liquid nature. The 
plates are made of the full thickness, 
and are not held together by screws 


or bolts, but are dovetailed on the 
inner edges. After being fitted 
tightly together wedges are driven 


on the inside to hold the plates sol- 
idly to their place. The door and 
vestiblue attached to it weigh 120 
tons. Despite its enormous size, the 
door has been so accurately con- 
structed that when closed it will 
make an air-tight and water-tight 
joint.—Philadelphia Record.
